In 2001, some youngsters needed a Language Guide for writing 
better Konkani. They were looking for a concise book, one which 
would be easy to comprehend. I discussed the matter with the 
scholarly Sri. P.G. Kamath. He was very enthusiastic. He went 
through the few basic outline suggestions penned by me and came 
up with even more points and examples. Soon it resulted in the 
Handguide @rHuft seas brought out by Sukrtindra Oriental 
Research Institute, Kochi. We were aware that it was only a small 
beginning. There was much more to be discussed in that line. 


However, it was not followed up at that time. 


This book is a reiteration and an extension to MYTH IAAT. 
Late Sri. P-G. Kamath was the senior co-author of that pioneering 
book. His absence was felt by me time and again while preparing 
this guide. Then a strange coincidence occurred. His son, Sri. Anand 
G. Kamath asked me to translate Sri. P.G. Kamath’s book forte, 
Uh sreata fad into English. That work turned out to be a 


help and an assurance for me to complete this book. 


In the making of this book, the source of inspiration is late 
Sri. P.G. Kamath, his guidance in person and his writings thereafter. 


Therefore, I respectfully dedicate this work to his fond memory. 


The medium of @lHtft @kaq4t was Konkani. Later, | 
prepared Konkani Bhasha Pathana Sahayi, a comprehensive 
self-instructor to master Konkani through Malayalam language. 
Now, this Handguide in your hand has English as its medium. One 


reason for the choice of this medium is the increasing number of 


youngsters becoming more and more familiar with English. Many 
young parents also find this needful. Hence, the compact practical 
vocabulary annexed is also in the English-Konkani format. Verbs 
are separated from this and the Vocabulary of Verbs makes another 
annexure. Cardinals, Ordinals and some cluster type words make 


another supplementary list for speedy reference. 


One may be very good at speaking Konkani and yet find it 
difficult to write it well. While speaking, even without employing 
grammatically correct sentences, one can convey one's ideas with 
emotive modulation of the voice, facial expressions, shakes and nods 
of the head and eloquent gestures of the hands. However, when 
putting the same ideas on paper, the happy orator finds himself 
hesitant over the words, unsure of the spelling or usage and 
somehow falling short of conveying his ideas satisfactorily. So, here 
is a book to help you in this regard. Every effort has been made 
to make this useful to you in a variety of ways. There are check 


points, guidelines and examples. 


To err is human, it is certainly true. However, to err again 
and again or to be quite comfortable with one's errors is not so 
good. This is true about language also. Good language is not just 
for the classrooms. A well-written passage is as much a thing of 


beauty as anything else. And, as the great poet John Keats had 
said, a thing of beauty is a joy forever! 


‘The task of suggesting ways for improved writing is a 
monotonous one, and generally a thankless job also. Pointing out 


errors 1s considered undesirable. In recent years, some appear to 


have taken offence even. However, I am happy to remember with 
satisfaction so many nice experiences with those who personally 
approached me for this very same task. They were happy with 
what I did, and had thanked me for it. 


A book like this could be used in a number of ways. I hope 
it would not be kept in tact in the bookshelf for 'future' reference. 
Some might check it occasionally out of curiosity and for passing 
the time. Some might use it on holidays to play Vocabulary Games 
with family members or friends. If some of you could perhaps pick 
it up whenever you have some spare time and not just when you 
need to clear your doubts, then I would be very glad.

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Spelling 


A good sentence is that which conveys its meaning clearly 
and unambiguously. For this purpose, each word of the sentence 
needs to adhere to the rules of grammar and to be spelt correctly. 
A sentence without discipline will become unruly just like a 


classroom without discipline turns unruly. 


Before going into the rules of grammar, let us consider the 
errors of spelling first. These are easier to check, detect and correct. 
Just a quick look at a good dictionary would be enough. However, 
some basic check points are mentioned here along with illustrations 


of common errors. 


The reasons for Konkani words being spelt incorrectly are 


many. However, we can group those under five categories. 
|. Phonetic transcription of the spoken word. 
Writing exactly like you speak. 
2. Carefree simplification. 
Hurried writing without giving it a_ thought. 
3. Influence of familiarity with other languages. 


Writing as is familiar from other languages. 


4. Unfamiliar with the rules of Nagari for Konkani. 


Stranger to the rules of Nagari for Konkani. 


5. Unfamiliarity with Konkani literature. 


Stranger to good books in Nagari Konkani. 


One should not insist on writing entirely phonetically. This 
is so with many other languages also. This has been highlighted 
by many scholars. In the Bangla language, what is pronounced Waist 
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is written Yale. In Hindi, what is pronounced a HM is written 7 
#1. In Malayalam, what is pronounced ‘PUGA, KODA and PADA’ 
is written al}@> (PUKA) &\S (KUTA) and al® (PATA). In Kannada, 
what is pronounced 4rq (mathu) and {4p (tookka) is written 41g 
(matu) and q& (tooka). Examples of such spellings in English, which 
differ from pronunciation, can be found in this book itself. 


Secondly, we need to realise that being carefree actually 
means being careless. When we speak, there is no need to spell- 
check. We need do so only when we write. So, let us check it 


when we write it. There is no hurry anyway. 


Further, like the traffic axiom, 'Whatever you may be in life, 
when driving a vehicle, be just the driver!', let us have our own. 
"Whatever languages I may have mastered, I will be just a Konkani 
when writing Konkani!’ Let us make it a habit to spell Konkani 
words in the Konkani way. 


The Devanagari alphabet of Konkani is the same as used 
by Sanskrit. However, Sanskrit uses it like Kannada and Malayalam 
languages using their respective alphabets. Konkani uses this 
alphabet a little differently. This is similar to how Hindi uses this 
alphabet. Observe these simple words —- 44, U4, GY, He, Ua. 
For Sanskrit, these read ‘mana, yama, jaya, kara, pada’. However, 
for Konkani and Hindi, they read 'man, yam, jai, kar, pad'. There 
are more of such differences. Basic guidelines regarding the use 
of Devanagari script for Konkani are given in this book. 


- Lastly, it is essential that we read some standard Konkani 
books written in the Devanagari script. Let us read at least one 
book of late Sri. Ravindra Kelekar, the Jnanpith winning Konkani 
writer. Some thing good will definitely come out of it. 
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1.1 Here are some commonly misspelt words. Their correct forms 
and some such spellings as may be avoided are listed.

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1.2 As already indicated, the system of use of the Nagari alphabet 
by Konkani is a little different from the one used by Sanskrit. It 
is similar to the system used by Hindi. As a further example, please 
observe the words —- U4h, Gk, Hd, AYA, faswsy. As per 
Sanskrit system, these read 'yamaka, lakshmana, bharata, nayana, 
virupa’. However, as per the system of Konkani and Hindi, they 
read 'yamak, lakshman, bharat, nayan, virup'. This is because 
Sanskrit considers that SI is inherent in all consonants. However, 
for Konkani, it is not always the case. Again, Sanskrit uses each 
nasal consonant in combination with other consonants of its family. 
Konkani uses the Anuswara in all such cases, nasalising the 
previous letter. TET, UOTd, WUSd, Tet, Gea, PF etc. 
are written in Konkani as 71, Gong, fsa, Ua, Aeal, HH etc. 
This would not be proper in Sanskrit because there, 31 has the 
pronunciation of um (as in sum). However, for Konkani 31 or 311 
or or @ represent just the nasalisation of those letters, 
pronounced without closing the lips. To get the Sanskrit 
pronunciation of the words such as Wo and &eii (pranam kalam) 
they need to be written as WUTH and Heil in Konkani. These 
are system differences at the foundation level, and hence they affect 


the spelling of many words. Another basic difference is that Konkani 
does not need to combine consonants.

1.3 Hence, the influence of familiarity with ‘established’ languages 
like Sanskrit, Hindi, Marathi, Malayalam or Kannada creates some 
trouble. The cause of non-Konkani spellings tend to shift from the 
unconscious to the intentional. In these examples, the correct forms 


as well as such spellings, which may be avoided, are given.

Anuswara 


The importance of Anuswara in Konkani cannot be stressed 
enough. It has multiple roles and functions. It is the comprehensive 
representative of nasal vowels and nasal consonants. According 
to Sri. P.G. Kamath, The Anuswara of Konkani is a carrier of 


meaning, linguistic as well as grammatical. 


2.1 Listed below are some pairs of words with and without 


Anuswara. Note that their meanings differ very much, for which 


Anuswara is solely responsible.

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2.2 Anuswara has a pivotal role in Konkani grammar also. 
Generally, it relates to nouns and pronouns of Neuter Gender and 
to the adjectives and verbs linked to them. It also relates to plural 
forms of nouns, except in the Nominative Case (W2rHT faufty). 
In the following samples, Anuswara is essential.

2.3 However, Anuswara should not be used needlessly. The

following words do not need it, since they are not Neuter Gender 
and the Case is Nominative.

2.6 Another instance that necessitates Anuswara is in the Plural 
formation of Nouns of Neuter Gender. This is not applicable to 
Plurals of Masculine or Feminine Nouns. Even in the Singular form, 
Anuswara denotes the Neuter Gender in Nouns. Samples - 
(Sing.) (PI1.) (Sing.) (Pl.) 
avy aanti ATR ATT 
2.7 Yet another instance where Anuswara is needed is for the 
Case endings (¥ea4) of all plural noun forms irrespective of gender 
for all Cases except the Nominative Case (W2raT fauftp). 
Please note that some of these noun forms (second set) 
would be reduced to Singular if the Anuswara was missing.

2.8 Goa Konkani Akademi prints and circulates a booklet titled 
alputt Jecksara 44, as a step towards standardisation of the 
written language. Note some specific guidelines therein, which are 


relevant in the present context -

2.9 In the Konkani Alphabet, the letter 3i represents Anuswara. 
But when reciting the vowel chart 31 is casually pronounced 314] 
(um as in sum - ending on closed lips). However, in Konkani 3f 
does not represent 314. It represents the STAIR Scdik — just 
a nasalisation only (voiced with the lips open). This has some 


similarity with Hindi, but is significantly different from the Sanskrit 
convention. Samples should clarify. 


Spellings to use: 


In Konkani, the Nasal Consonant 4 of these words cannot 
be replaced with the Anuswara. Hence, avoid spellings like: 
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2.10 Konkani uses Anuswara in all such cases where Sanskrit 
combines a nasal consonant with any other consonant of its own 
group. Konkani just nasalises the previous letter and writes 7, 
God, UfSa, Gt, WAT, HY, etc. instead of spelling TEM, WIT, 
GfSsd, GI, GN, HA, etc. This method is not limited to 
Konkani alone. However, Konkani is very systematic about this 
and uses the Anuswara only in the given circumstances. 

It replaces S only when S combines with ©, YG, VT, or U 
It replaces 3 only when H combines with gd, &8, OF or A 
It replaces only when combines with c, G, S orgG 

It replaces 4 only when 4 combines with d, 4, @ or @ 


It replaces 4 only when 4 combines with 4, %, @ or 4 


We are already familiar with 321, HG, GW, dT, SG, etc. 
We do not write FRI, HR, GRI, FRI or SN. 

Konkani diligently uses the correct Nasal Consonant in all 
cases where the combination is not as mentioned above. 

Examples - d1GHa, 0d, TY, GH, AT, AHA, Gd, 
CaM, Ua, aU, ea, adatt, Ada, ARI, Gar, OTA, 
fr, Gale, aus, etc. 

Konkani does not spell them like SPT, Ge or ARTA. 


Sri. P-G. Kamath has also warned us about the overuse of 
Anuswara. What was indicated by him as its overuse is in truth 
its misuse. It is similar to the misuse of the Visarga (:) for Sanskrit 
words. Just by adding the Visarga a word would not become 
Sanskrit. Similarly, just by adding the Anuswara a word would 


not become Konkani. 


However, for verb forms like 7, #8, etc. Anuswara 


is needed, because it carries a grammatical meaning there. 
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Spoken Vs Written 


Dr. P. B. Janardhan, in his magnum opus ‘A Higher Konkani 
Grammar’, coins a term ‘Pressure of Speed Consciousness’ with 
regard to certain omissions, combinations and simplifications made 
in speech inadvertently. Omission of Case endings is one of the 


instances listed under it. 


3.1 While some instances can be considered harmless, it would 


be better to write the Case endings fully - 
aR Rel aed 3g arearal = ait 
Wael Sl Rid da avai = aa 
Spelling short cuts to avoid —

Here, GR, del, BSA, etc. are GAA! forms only. 


3.2 This point is highlighted in the booklet HlHufl 4AcAT also. 
The practice of omitting the Vowel sound of the Case endings: 
is especially mentioned therein. Such short cuts mislead the writer 
himself with regard to the Gender and Number of the Noun, which 
leads to more errors. Hence, write the Case endings fully -

3.4 Combining words is yet another short cut in speech, which 


needs to be avoided when writing.

3.5 In some cases, the combining of words is a short cut to some 
needed tense form. Such practice will eventually render the unused 
tense forms obsolete. The richness of Konkani is thereby 


diminished, which may endanger its existence in the future.

It would be always beneficial if one could occasionally 
consider for a moment if an alternate sentence or an alternate 
way of presenting an idea is possible. Options would unfold before 
you. Variety is the spice of better language. 
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3.6 Another practice that diminishes the richness of the language 
(thereby endangering its existence in the long run) is the careless 
use of borrowed verbs. While speaking, this happens even before 
the speaker is aware of it. However, when writing, this needs to 
be rectified. Otherwise, it would be an injustice towards the 
language, because that much of it would be rusted by sheer neglect 
and disuse. This matter is emphasized in my Malayalam-Konkani 
Kriyapadavali. Mostly such borrowing is from regional languages. 
However, we can have samples even from English — 


Visit XT (Hea, Wee cat) Wash Xa (at, Sta) 
Use PXT (GRA, STIPT Ha) Cut Hat (Hraxa, fear) 
Tire Sil (MHA, WB GAA) Cook Heal (<iec, f8rorzat) 


Hence, a Vocabulary of Verbs is separately annexed to this 
book. It would be beneficial to allot some spare time solely to get 
familiar with Konkani Verbs. They contribute to brevity also. 


3.7 Contrary to the concept of Speed Consciousness in Speech, 
there is a paradoxical practice of filling unnecessary words into 
speech. This proves to be a habit-forming practice, which enters 
into writing also. A conscientious remedy is called for. 


ait and *aUT have the same meaning. Only one of these 
need be used, and not both. Usages to avoid: 


aay is a verb form which has a specific meaning as in — 
dq sr IRF dd. Hence, avoid unnecessary usages like: 
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“ily and Sifeeil are two separate words. Hence, avoid 
combining them for unnecessary usages like:

3.8 On the one hand, the word @ is repetitively used by many 
people, and on the other, some Konkanis have never even heard 
of it. So far, in my experience, I have never come across this word 
in any of the books of Ravindra Kelekar, our only Jnanpith Laureate. 
His writings represent the finest and the most pleasurable in Konkani 
prose. In this background, I would like to suggest a little restraint 


in the use of this d even if it is dear to you. 


Consider this short passage:

All these sentences could be decorated with @ to our heart's 


content, though it would mean nothing special or new. Compare

One can clearly infer that it is quite possible to write without 
using this word @. In truth, this extra word dilutes the vibrant 
crispness of the sentence. Its repetitive use affects the beauty and 
brevity of the narrative. Sri. P.G. Kamath opines that the use of 
this word may be limited to sentences where there is a definite 
stress on it. (1) eM} ¢ Ola Ulellel, any ea. (2) STAT eTAaeaRTe 
aq aa, sada sz. 


3.9 Konkani Interrogatives (HEAR ee) begin with the 
consonants (QM) @ or G@. However, in Malayalam, Kannada, 
Tamil, etc. they begin with a vowel (%aX). This has led to a drift 
in the spoken Konkani with regard to some of the Interrogatives. 
Therein, the vowel § has been slowly replacing the letter fe, 
Unfortunately, this leads to a conflicting use of such words, because 
they already have another use in the language. 


Spellings to avoid for Interrogatives: 

Note the different usage of a few of these words:

Konkani Interrogatives to use are: 
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3.10 There are some look-alike words in Konkani, which have 
different meanings as well as different structures. Even as their 
meanings are known to most, the structural difference seems to

Regarding 
the words of the target language, the end-vowels & and 
3 of some Nouns are retained (sift, @1g etc.) as they 
indicate their Gender / Number. The original forms of some 


Tatsama words (AS, AIX etc.) are retained also. 


In the 
Vocabulary of Verbs, English and Konkani verb forms 
are in Present Tense - Third Person - Singular. This 
is the working form of the verb which appears in simple 
sentences.
